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PREFACE 


HARBORPARK,   the  City's   planning  and   development  program  for  Boston's 
waterfront,    was   initiated   in   October,    1984.      The  plan,    covering   an   area  of 
2,100  acres   in   five   neighborhoods  abutting   the   Harbor   -    East  Boston, 
Chariestown,    North    End/Downtown,    South    Boston,    Dorchester   -   aims  to 
achieve  balanced   development  during  the  continued   revitalization  of  waterfront 
properties.      Harborpark's  goals   include  expanding  opportunities  for  public 
usage  of  the  shoreline,    ensuring  that  the  benefits  of  economic  growth   are 
shared   by  all   of  Boston's   residents,    and  encouraging   public  participation   in 
the  planning   process. 

This   report,    Harborpark  -  The  Governmental   Actors:      A   Directory  of 
Responsibilities  and   Contacts,    contains   information   (obtained  through   a  mail 
survey)  on   the  Boston   Harbor-related   roles,    responsibilities,    and   projects  of 
8  federal,   23  state,    and   20   local   government  entities.      In  addition,    it 
identifies  a  contact  person,    address,    and   phone  number  for  each   entity.      The 
report  will   assist  Harborpark  planning  and   implementation   activities   in  two 
important  ways.      First,    it  will   provide  developers,    government  agencies,    and 
the  general   public  with   a  complete  and  centralized   source  of  information  on 
government  entities  which   play  a   role  in  the  development  of  Boston's 
waterfront.      As  such,    it  will   facilitate  communication   among   government  staff 
undertaking   related  functions  and  others   interested   in  various   issues   related 
to   Boston   Harbor.      Second,    the   report  will   assist  the  Boston   Redevelopment 
Authority  in   performing   a  coordinating  function   within  this   process.      From 
the  information  contained   within   it,    the  Authority  will   develop  and  make 
available  to  the  public,    charts  outlining  the  review  procedures  for  develop- 
ment proposed  on  the  waterfront.      These  charts  will   clarify  the  relative 
powers  and   responsibilities  of  the  various  agencies  and   provide  guidance  in 
meeting   the   requirements  of  the  development  approval    process. 

The   information   contained   in   the   report  will   be  updated   periodically   in  order 
that  the  document  maintain    its   usefulness  throughout  the   Harborpark   planning 
and   implementation   process.      However,    since   regulations   controlling   waterfront 
activity  are   in   a  constant  state  of  change,    anyone   involved    in   a  development 
project  or  study   is  advised   to  consult  the  agency   itself  for  current  regu- 
lations and   procedures.

The  development  will   include  a  mixture  of  private  rental   housing  with  a 
distribution  of  400  low-income  and   1,000  market  and  moderate   rate  housing 
units   in   both   new  and   renovated   buildings. 

The  proposed   site  plan   calls  for  expanded   views  of  the  water  by  establishing 
a  consistent  and  orderly  diagonal   street   layout.      The  creation  of  a  new  town 
green   will   link  the  recreational   space  along  the  waterfront  to  the  residential 
area,    creating   a  main    street  for  the  development.      The  main   vehicular  entry 
to  the  site,    along   the  mall,    will   allow  for  a   public  connection  from  Mt.    Vernon 
Street  to  the  waterfront  and  throughout  the  project.      Buses  will   provide 
public  access  to  the  site  via  the  MBTA   Red   Line. 

Open   space  distribution   will    reinforce  the  proposed   street  and   neighborhood 
pattern  of  the  development.      As   in   the  old   New   England   Village,    there  will   be 
a  tree-lined,    central   "town  green"   with   housing   and   community  facilities  on 
either  side.      But  unique  to  the  site,    this  green   will    lead  to  a  waterside  park 
filled   with   passive   recreational   facilities. 

The   redesign  of  the  project  will   permit  residents  and   the  public  expanded 
visual   accessibility  of   Dorchester   Bay  and   the   Boston   skyline  from   Columbia 
Point,    JFK    Library  and   South    Boston.        The   proposed   improvements   will 
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enhance  public  accessibility  to  the  waterfront  area  by  opening   up  the  project 
to  neighboring  communities  and  eliminating   the  fear  of  crime  and   vandalism, 
caused   in   part  by  the  concealed   design  of  the  streets  and   buildings  at 
Columbia   Point. 

The  BHA  will   retain  ownership  of  the  land.      BHA  will   convey  the  present 
improvements  to  the  developers  and  enter  into  a  ground   lease  for  99  years.

To  groups  and   individuals   planning 
or  offering  art  for  public  places  in   Boston,   the  Commission   provides 
technical   assistance  at  all   stages  of  the  process  and  approves  the  final 
design   and   siting.      The  Commission   sponsors   regional   competitions  for 
proposed   works  of  art,    such  as  the  James  Michael   Curley  Memorial   in 
Dock  Square.      The  Commission    is  working  to  establish   a   program  of 
regular  maintenance  for  public  art,    using   both   public  and   private 
resources,    and  encourages   private  restoration  efforts. 

4.  The  Air   Pollution   Control   Commission   is   responsible  for  enforcing   city 
and   state  air  and   noise  pollution   regulations  and  for  administering  the 
City  of  Boston's  freeze  on   new   parking   spaces   in   the  central   city.      The 
parking  freeze,    intended   to   reduce  automobile  emissions  and  encourage 
use  of  public  transit,    require  that  the   Commission   hold   quarterly 
hearings  to   review  applications   for  any   new   public   parking   facilities  or 
expansion  of  existing  facilities  within  the  freeze  area.      The  Commission 
either  approves  or  disapproves  an  application,   or  determines  that  the 

new  spaces  are  exempt  from  the  freeze.      Residential   parking,    for  example, 
is  exempt. 

The  Commission  also  issues   permits  for  abrasive  blasting  of  buildings  and 
for  open   burning   within   the  city;    no  such   activity  may   take  place  without 
prior  approval   from  the   Commission.      Violations  of  Commission    regulations 
are   subject  to  civil   and   criminal    penalties.

The  Boston   Landmarks   Commission   is  the  city's  historic  preservation   agency, 
created   in   1975  to  cover  a  wide  range  of  activities  directed  toward   protecting 
Boston's  unique  built  environment. 

The  Commission   is   responsible  under  state  law  for: 

o     architectural   surveys  of  all   the  city's  neighborhoods,    relating  each 
community's  history  as   recorded   by   its  buildings; 

o     public  education  on  architecture  and   historic  preservation,    including 

publications  and   exhibitions  such  as   "Place  Over  Time"   at  the  Museum  of 
Transportation;    and 

o     designation  of  landmarks  and   several   categories  of  historic  districts  with- 
in the  city,   through  a  process   involving  the  preparation  of  technical 
study   reports  and   public  hearings.      The   result  is  a   review  process  for 
changes  to  designated   properties  within   limits  set  at  the  time  of  designation. 

Any  ten   Boston   voters  may   petition  the  Commission  to  designate  a   landmark, 
landmark  district,    architectural   conservation  district  or  protection  area. 

The  Commission   provides   planning   and  administrative  serves  to   Historic 
Boston,    Inc.,    a   preservation   revolving  fund   which   assists  with  the  equity 
financing  of  critical   preservation  development  projects.      The  Commission  also 
works  closely  with   the   National   Trust  for   Historic   Preservation   and   with   the 
Massachusetts   Historical   Commission,   the  state  agency   responsible  for   listings 
in  the  National    Register  of  Historic   Places.

Laws  Ann.    Ch.    164,    Sec.    69H)     The  Siting   Council   is  composed  of  ten 
members  and   is  chaired   by  Sharon   M.    Pollard,    the  Secretary  of   Energy 
Resources.      The  other  members   include  the  Secretaries  of  Environmental 
Affairs,    Consumer  Affairs,    and   Economic  Affairs,    and   six  members  publicly 
appointed   by  the  Governor. 

The  Siting   Council   must  approve  certain  types  of  energy   "facilities"   above 
minimum  threshold   sizes  prior  to  construction.      The  facilities   include: 
(1)  electric  generating   units  over  100  megawatts;    (2)  electric  transmission 
lines  with  a  design   rating  of  69KV  or  greater  and   a  mile  or  more  in   length, 
and  ancillary  structures;    (3)  gas  storage  or  manufacturing  facilities;    (4)   gas 
pipelines  with  an  operating   pressure  over  100  psig  and  a  mile  or  more  in 
length;    and   (5)   certain  oil   storage  or  pipeline  facilities. 

The  Siting   Council's  approval   is   required   prior  to  construction  of  those 
projects  defined  as   "facilities"   in  the  enabling   legislation.      The  applicant 
company  still   must  obtain   all   other  necessary   state  and   local   permits.      The 
Siting   Council   can  override  the  failure  by  another   (state  or  local)  agency  to 
issue  a   necessary  permit.      Since  the  Council's   inception,    no  application  for  an 
override  has  ever  been  filed  with   the  Siting   Council.

The  two  companies  with  the  greatest  likelihood  of  engaging   in   the  construction 
of  energy   "facilities"   in   the   Harborpark  Area  are   Boston   Gas   Company  and 
Boston    Edison   Company.      These  two  companies   should   be  contacted  directly 
concerning  their  plans  for  construction   in  the   Harborpark  area. 
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Boston   Gas   Company  and   Boston   Edison   Company,    however,   make  annual 
filings  with  the  Siting   Council   which   list  existing   and   proposed   facilities. 

Boston   Edison   is  planning   to  construct  a  345   KV   underground  transmission 
line  from   its  Mystic  Station  250  in   Everett  to  the  vicinity  of  Lincoln,    Essex, 
and   Kingston   Streets  in   downtown   Boston.      Excerpts  from   Boston   Edison's 
March   1,    1985,   filing   (including  a  description  of  the  two  alternative  routes  for 
this  transmission)  are  available. 

Boston   Edison's  1985  Siting   Council   filing  also  lists  two  anticipated  future 
115   KV  transmission   line  projects   in  the     City  of  Boston:      a   "Metropolitan 
Boston   Area  Supply"   line   (in   service  1992)   and  a   line  from  Congress  Street  to 
Chatham  Street  (in   service   1989).      The  Company  should   be  contacted  for 
further  specific  details. 

In   1984,    Boston   Gas   Company  applied  for  and   received  the  Siting   Council's 
approval   (and  the  approval   of  other  state  and   local   agencies)  to  construct  an 
underground   high   pressure  gas   pipeline  from  the  Company's   LNG  storage 
terminals  off  the  Southeast  Expressway  in   Dorchester  to   Boston   Edison's   New 
Boston  generating   station   in  South   Boston.      The  purpose  of  the  pipeline  was 
to  allow   Boston   Edison   to  burn   natural   gas  during  the  process  of  conversion 
of  the  generating   plants  from  oil  to  coal   as  a  generating  fuel.      The  route  of 
the  pipeline  is  described   in  the  Siting   Council's  decision.

In   response  to  a   legislative  mandate,   the  MBTA   conducted  the  Old 
Colony   Feasibility  Study  and   submitted   it  to  the   Legislature  in  June, 
1984.      Both  commuter  rail   and   bus  alternatives   between  South  Station, 
Middleboro,    Plymouth   and  Scituate  were  considered.      With  the  feasibility 
of  rail   restoration   established   in   the   report  and  with  elected  officials  and 
Southeastern   Massachusetts  communities   requesting   solutions  of  their, 
public  transportation   problems,    the  Governor   has   backed   the  continued 
process  of  working   toward   rehabilitation  of  the   rail   service  on  the  Old 
Colony   Lines. 

Preparation  of  the   necessary  environmental    work  was   begun    in   June, 
1985  and   will    be  completed    in   about  one  year. 

Restoration  of  service  on   the  Old   Colony   Lines   would   require  a   new 
railroad   bridge  over  the   Neponset   River. 

2.  Commuter   Boats 

The   Executive  Office  of  Transportation   &  Construction   coordinates  the 
land-based   elements  of  the  Commuter   Boat  program   (ramps,    piers,    floats), 
while  the  MBTA   administers  the  water-based   aspects. 
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The  MBTA's  contract  with   the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  handle  schedules 
and   subsidies  for  high   speed  commuter  boats   running   between   Hingham  and 
Boston  will   expire  on   January  31,    1986.      Service  will   be  extended  for  another 
three  years,    pending  available  funding. 

3.  North  Station   Transportation    Improvement  Project 

In  the  summer  of  1980  a   study  was   undertaken  to  examine  the  alternatives 
for  relocating  the  Green   Line  at  North  Station.      In   February,    1985  the 
MBTA   Board  of  Directors  approved  the  subway  option.      Plans   include  an 
adjoining  Orange/Green    Line  station  just  south  of  Causeway  Street  with 
an   underground  connection  to  the   North   Station   commuter  rail   terminal 
and   Boston   Garden.      The  elevated   structure  will   be  taken   down   upon 
completion  of  the  new  subway  station. 

In  addition,   the  Commuter   Rail   platforms  will   be  extended  to  accommodate 
longer  trains  and  easy  transfer  to  the  Orange/Green   Line  station. 
Extensive   improvements  will   be  made  to  the  Commuter   Rail   tracks  and 
signals  north  of  the  Charles   River.      Further  design  and  construction   is 
contingent  on  available  funding. 

The  Project  also  includes  a  Wateredge   Pedestrian  Walkway,   which  will 
eventually   link  MDC   park  areas  to  Science   Park  Station.      The  walkway 
was  completed   in  the  summer  of  1985.      A   number  of  bridge  piles,    the 
result  of  the  1984  North  Station  trestle  fire,    remain   in   place  and  may   be 
utilized   by  the  MDC   to  develop  an   additional   walkway.      The  MBTA   is   in 
the  process  of  transferring  ownership  of  the  Wateredge  Pedestrian 
Walkway  and  the  piles  to  the  MDC. 

4.  South   Boston   Power  Plant  Demolition 

Alternatives  for  demolition  of  the  South   Boston   Power  Plant  and  accessory 
elements  are  being   considered   by  the  Authority.      The  power  plant  is 
located   at  724  East   First  Street  in  South   Boston. 

5.  MBTA    Red    Line  Modernization   at  JFK/U.Mass.    Station 

Plans  for  station   modernization   at  JFK/U.Mass.    Station   include  a  second 
platform  to  provide  access  to  the  station   for  South   Shore  commuters, 
modifications  to  the  east  side  bus   loop,    and  a   new  station   lobby.      It  is 
anticipated  that  work  will   be  completed   in  the  fall  of  1987. 

Joint  development  possibilities  at  the  east  side  bus  loop  site  are  being 
considered  for  construction  of  a  new  MBTA  Police  Headquarters  and  a 
garage. 

6.  Blue   Line   Vent  Shaft  at   Long  Wharf 

A   new  Blue   Line  vent  shaft  is   under  construction  on   the  north   side  of 
Long   Wharf  and   will    be  completed   in    December,    1986.      Architectural 
improvements   being   made   include   restabilization   of  the  sea  wall,    a   brick 
and  granite  plaza,    and   a   large  glass  and   brick   shade  structure. 
Improvements  to  the  adjacent  half  of  the  wharf  will   be  done  by  the   BRA. 
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7.  Bowdoin   Charles  Connector 

The   Red  and   Blue   Lines  are  the  only  two  in  the  MBTA   system  that  do 
not  intersect.      A  feasibility  study  for  a   Bowdoin-Charles  Connector  will 
be  completed   in   April   1986. 

The  project  calls  for  extending  the  Blue   Line  under  Cambridge  Street 
from   Bowdoin   Station,   to  Charles  Station   (Red   Line).      The  project  would 
provide  more  efficient  service  to   Logan   Airport  for   Red   Line  passengers, 
and  to  Massachusetts   General   Hospital   for   East  Boston   residents. 
Construction   should   begin   in   1989,    pending   availability  of  funds. 

8.  South  Station   Transportation   Center 

Phase   I   construction  of  the  South   Station   Transportation   Center  began   in 
mid-1984.      The  headhouse,    new  west  wing,    new  track,    railroad   platforms, 
and  the  foundation   system  for  air-rights  will   be  completed   by   December, 
1987. 

Phase   II    include  design  and  construction  of  the  MBTA's  bus  terminal   and 
parking  garage,    scheduled  to  be  completed   in   December,    1989. 

In   late  1986,   the  Authority  will   select  a  developer  for   leasing  and 
management  of  the  headhouse,    which  will   contain   approximately  80,000 
square  feet  of  office  space  and   approximately  20,000  square  feet  of  retail 
space. 

The  South  Station   Red   Line  modernization   project,    scheduled  for  com- 
pletion  in   1987,    will   lengthen  the  platforms  to  accommodate  six-car 
trains.      In   December,    1987  a  second  construction   package  will   be  issued 
to  modernize  the  station  and   provide  for  a  direct  connection  to  the  South 
Station   headhouse. 

9.  Fort  Point  Channel   Bridge 

A   study  to  be  completed  for  the  Authority   in  January   1986  will   present 
alternatives  for   replacement  or   repair  of  the   Fort  Point  Channel   Bridge. 
If  the  Authority  chooses  to   replace  the  bridge,    construction  would   last 
about  two  years;    if  it  chooses  to  repair  the  bridge,    construction   would 
last  about  one  year.

HCB's  mission   is  to  prevent  or  minimize  damage  to  habitats  used   by  fish  and 
other  marine  organisms  for  reproduction,   feeding,   migration,    and  other   life 
processes  and  to  encourage  the  protection   and   recovery  of  marine  mammal   and 
endangered   species   population   as   necessary.      Under  the   Fish  and  Wildlife 
Coordination   Act;    National    Environmental   Policy  Act;   Marine   Protection, 
Research,    and  Sanctuaries  Act;    Marine  Mammal   Protection   Act;    Endangered 
Species  Act;    and  other  authorities,    HCB   provides   reviews,    consultations,    and 
recommendations  to  federal   agencies  and   states  for  use  in  making   regulatory 
and   planning  decisions.      Associated   activities  are:      review,    evaluation,    and 
comment  on   project  plans   submitted   by  federal   agencies;    response  to  appli- 
cations for  permits  to  work   in   navigable  waters;    comments  on   environmental 
impact  statements;    involvements  with  outer  continental   shelf  oil   and  gas 
developments;    participation  on  coastal   zone  management  planning   activities; 
involvement  with   pollution   discharge  permitting;    and   serving  on  technical   and 
advisory  committees.      A  complementary  goal   is  to  allow  needed  development 
while  preventing   unnecessary  damage  to   living   marine   resources.      The  following 
guidelines  are  used  when   reviewing  water  development  projects: 

1 .        Alternatives:      Project  modification  or  alternative  design  can  often 

minimize  impacts  to  aquatic   resources  without  significantly  altering   the 
purpose  or  function  of  the  original   proposal.      Alternative  sites  are  also 
investigated,    if  modifications  cannot  adequately  ameliorate  impacts  at  the 
proposed   location.      The   "no  project"   alternative  may   be   recommended 
when  the  degree  of  project  impact  is  determined   to  be  unacceptable  and 
cannot  be  sufficiently  mitigated   through   modification. 
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2.  Water  Dependency:      Projects  that  require  being   located   in  or  adjacent  to 
the  water,    such  as  marinas  and   port  facilities,    are  considered   water- 
dependent,   and  consequently  an  appropriate,   albeit  competitive,    use  of 
the  aquatic  environment.      Certain   activities  associated  with  these  project 
types,    such  as  boat  or  cargo  storage,   may  be  water-related,    but  not 
water  dependent,    and   may  not  be  considered   appropriate  uses. 

3.  Public   Interest:      A   project  may  affect  various   public   resources,   other 
than  fisheries  or  associated   habftat,    either  positively  or  negatively. 
Long-term  economic  benefits  to  the  community,    such  as   increased   employ- 
ment,   establishment  of  public  water  access  for  recreational  opportunities, 
and  factors   influencing   the  public  health   and   safety  are  among   the  most 
commonly  considered   aspects  of  public  interest. 

Should   it  be  found   that  a  water-dependent  project  is   in   the  public 
interest  and  without  feasible  alternative,    it  is  generally   recommended 
that  compensation   be  required  to  offset  the  loss  or  degradation  of 
aquatic  habitat.      Compensation   is  tailored  to  the  particular  site  and 
project,    and  may  consist  of:      replacement  in-kind   (e.g.,    conversion  of 
uplands  to  marsh  or  shallow  water);    restoration  of  existing   habitat  that 
has  been  degraded;   or  enhancement  of  habitat  to  improve   its   biological 
productivity.
